A TRAGEDY OF THE EAST. 


In the death of Stanislaus Stambuloff 
the world loses one of its great men. 
Years ago, when he was at the head of 
Prince Alexander's government, he was 
characterized as the Bismarck of the 
East.” In most cases personal compari- 
sons are misleading, but in thie instance 
there was truth as well as surgestiveness 
in the descrintion. Stambuloff did for 
Bulgaria what Bismarck did for Ger- 
many—he converted an aggregation of 
disorganized people, cowed by centuries 
ot oppression, into a nation imbued with 
the proud spirit of conquerors. In his 
personal traits he was also distinctly 
Bismarckian. He believed in “blood and 
iron.” He did not take the trouble” to 
conceal the hand of steel in the glove of 
velvet: He discarded the velvet with 
impatience, and the steel was always 
visible, especially to nis own and his 
country’s enemies. 

In a larger field, with broader oppor- 
tunities; Mere is no doubt that Stam- 
bulcit would have impressed himself 
powerfully upon his time and generation. 
He was the one statesman in Eastern 
Durope who grasped the full import of 
“the Eastern Question.” He éarly per- 
ceived that if his countrymen were to 
win real independence and the oppor- 
tunity for national growth, they must 
not only free themselves from ‘‘the un- 
speakable Turk.“ but must keep clear of 
all connection with Russia. Prior to his 
day any of the peoples wishing. to free 
themselves from the yoke of the Turk 
were in the habit of turning to Russia. 
It was Russia, indeed, that stirred up 
and fomented the discontent in Bulgaria 
of which Stambuloff afterwards made 
such masterly use. Stambuloff alone 
among Waatern leaders clearly under- 
stood Russia’s game, and the task he set 
himself was to free Bulgaria from Turk- 
ish tyranny and at the same time to 
detach it, from the sphere of Rugsian 
influence, 

How well he succeeded in both aims 
the history of last twenty years has 
told. He organized the army that won 
the battle of Slivnitza. It was under his 
guidance that Prince Alexander won his 
towering reputation in the East as fighter 
and administrator. Had Prince Ferdi- 
nand stood by his premier as Alexander 
did, he would have won the same prestige 
end leadership. But from the moment 
that Stambuloff showed that he meant 
his country to be really free and inde- 
pendent, and not simply an outpost of 
Russia against the Turks, every resource
